COUNTY BUDGET FOR 
1933 IS DISCUSSED 


ACT ON MEASURE 
SATURDAY M ORNING 


W hen council meets Saturday in 
city hall, solons 
have 
indicated 
adoption of an 
ordinance 
which 
changes and fixes the salary and 
wages of all officers and employes 
of the city whose term and tenure 
of office are not prescribed by act 
of assembly. 
Officials of the city also have in­ 
dicated they will refund to general 
revenue fund 10 percent of their 
salary. They did this during 
the 
present year. In the case of Coun­ 
cilman Treser he cut himself an­ 
other 10 percent for the year 1933. 
In the appropriation ordinance 
the full appropriation for the sal­ 
aries of the officials must be stated 
but when they collect their salaries 
they hand back 10 percent to the 
city treasurer which goes to the gen­ 
eral revenue fund. 
Here are the amounts set by or­ 
dinance for the officials: 
Mayor $3,000; Councilmen Gcn- 
kinger, $3,000; Councilman 
Treser, 
$3,000; Councilman Davies 
$2,500 
and Councilman 
Hoyland 
$2,500. 
What they will actually 
draw 
in 
1933 follows: Mayor, $2,700; Gen- 
kinger, $2,700; Treser, $2,430: Hoy­ 
land, $2,250 and Davies, $2,250. The 
city solicitor draws a $3,000 salary 
but refunded 10 percent and drew 
$2,700, in 1932. He will probably do 
like the other officials again in 1933. 
The city engineer drew $3,000, in 
1932 and handed back 10 percent. 
As there will probably be a new city 
engineer in 1933, the salary has been 
fixed by council at $2,700 and it is 
not likely he will be asked to return 
10 percent. 
Before Mayor Mayne and Coun- 
cilmen Davies and Hoyland were 
elected to office, an ordinance was 
presented by Mayor Gillespie which 
cut the salaries of incoming offic­ 
ials, as follows: 
Mayor, from $3,600 to $3.000 and 
councilmen from $3,000 to 
$2,500. 
The first named salaries were a l­ 
lowed by act of assembly. Council­ 
men Genkinger and Treser, at that 
time, opposed the reduction in the 
salaries of the incoming officials. 
The salaries and wages to be paid 
in 1933 to employes, providing the 
ordinance passes finally Saturday 
as indicated by council will be as 
follows:

during the year were the county’s 
share of the Willow Grove bridge,; 
amounting to $63,000; the Volant' 
bridge, costing $17,413.43; the mill 
race bridge at Volant, $4,022, and 
the Hettenbaugh run bridge, costing 
$3,292. 
Commissioners do not 
plan 
to 
build any new bridges during the | 
coming year, but it will be neces­ 
sary to make repairs on some of | 
them. 
The disposition is to hold 
down reoair work to the minimum 
that will insure safety. 
One of the big items of expense 
which the commissioners must take 
into consideration 
in 
making up 
their budget is the money* which 
must be paid to state institutions 
for taking care of insane, feeble­ 
minded and prisoners. This amount- j 
ed to around $50,000 during the pasti 
year. 
No meeting of the salary board i 
has yet been called, but it is stated 
th at‘the matter of adjusting salar- | 
ies for the coming year will be ta­ 
ken up soon. 
The county millage this year is 
10 mills, of which 6 ^ mills is gen- j 
eral revenue and 31? poor. It may [ 
be that there will have to be a 
shifting of these proportions for | 
1933. 
Whether or not the commis­ 
sioners will be able to reduce the j 
millage for next year depends upon 
what can be saved in the way of ex­ 
penditures.

SUBURBAN FIRE PROTECTION PLAN

the New Castle and suburban area fire protection problem: 
A plan has been devised in Canton, O., to give property 
owners outside the city limits protection by the city fire depart­ 
ment at low expense without imposing a further burden on city 
taxpayers. An agreement has been reached which appears to sat­ 
isfy suburban residents, insurance companies and city officials. 
Insurance policies will be written with a fire departm ent service 
clause protecting property owners and the departm ent. Holders 
of policies containing the clause will be listed in the office of 
the city fire chief, and service outside the city limits will be given 
only to property owners so protected. 
Through the insurance 
plan service is guaranteed to suburban property owners, the in ­ 
surance companies are protected and the fire departm ent has 
assurance of pay for extra duties performed. 
Heretofore runs outside city limits have been made only 
upon agreement to pay the cost to the city. 
This arrangem ent

amounting to more than $1.000 and was without protection 
against loss by accident.

roads. Actually it would result in 
large benefit to the larger commun­ 
ities such as Pittsburgh and Phila­ 
delphia. but would sharply curtail 
the building of roads in the rural 
counties. 
Thirtj’ Million Grab 
w Another method, which was tried 
w the 1932 session, known as the 
Williamson Bill, will be revived the 
coming session, it is said. This would 
appropriate $30,000.000 
from

the counties of the state. Ten mil­ 
lion would go to cities of the first S 
class (Philadelphia is the only first 
class city), and the division goes on 
down the line to second and third I 
class cities and the four classes of 
townships.
